His 
exhibit entitled Indian Arts and 
Crafts will be on display in ALH. 

Richard Schneider is a Professor 
of Art at the University of 
Wisconsin, where he has_ been 
teaching ceramics since 1962. His 
pottery and sculptures have been 
exhibited regionally and nationally. 
Most of his work is found in many 
private collections.

He is interested in American 
Indian crafts, especially the honest 
use of natural materials and the 
serendipity approach of using 
whatever is available.
